Indiana Pure Food Crusade Ne 


Allowed to Stop. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 15.—In various 
parts of the state in August fines and 
costs amounting to $637.20 were as­ 
sessed against food dealers on com­ 
plaints filed by inspectors tor the food 
and 
drug department of the state 
board of health. 
Eighty food producing and distribut 
ing places were condemned under the 
provisions of the sanitary food and 
drug law. Of th ese-sixty-five were for 
unsanitary condition of the establish­ 
ments, while the remainder were due 
to faulty construction of buildings. 
The greatest number was among the 
restaurants, of which seventeen were 
condemned. 
Eleven 
meat 
markets, 
sixteen grocery stores and nine baker 
Ies were condemned. 
The total num 
ber of inspections made was 1,186 and 
only twelve places were graded excel­ 
lent. 
Sixty-seven were rated poor. 
Eighty-five specim ens of food were 
analyzed in the laboratory, and forty- 
six found legal. 
Of these thirty-three 
were specimens of milk. 
Six speci 
mens of ice cream contained impuri­ 
ties. 
Thirty-seven sam ples of drugs 
were examined and sixteen were found 
illegal.

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DESIGNED AS A PRECAUTION, 


Disquiet Exists In Panama, and Prepa­ 
ration 
Is 
Made to 
Meet 
Possible 
Trouble-In Coming Campaign—In­ 
creasing Hawaiian Garrisons. 


Unsatisfactory political conditions in 
the republic of Panam a, in which the 
United States government has some­ 
thing of a fatherly interest, are said to 
be mainly responsible for the move­ 
ment now in progress for the estab­ 
lishment of a m ilitary garrison on the 
Panama 
canal. 
Originally* it 
was 
planned to send troops to the canal 
zone for the better protection of that 
great waterway about a year or six 
months before the date fixed for the 
opening of the canal to the commerce 
of the world in 1915. 
That something has occurred or is 
expected to occur in the near future is 
said to be indicated by the fact that 
an entire regiment of infantry has 
been ordered to proceed to the isthmus 
at once. 
The change of plans is at­ 
tributed by some wiseacres to recent 
developments in the affairs of the 
Panam a republic. 
Possible Crisis In Fall. 
It is asserted In ai pie enatic circles 
that a crisis in the affairs of the re­ 
public may occur this fall when the 
time arrives for the presidential elec­ 
tion there. Reports have been current 
for some time to the effect that the 
existing adm inistration intends to pre­ 
vent the holding of an election this 
fall. 
According to these rumors, the 
president of the republic is to take a 
leave of absence for six months, and 
during his absence there would be no 
one in authority to call an election. 
There may be no foundation for these 
rumors, but evidently the state depart­ 
ment has given sufficient credence to 
them to bring about a change in the 
plans of the w ar department. 
If there should be any disturbance 
in the Panam a republic it might be 
highly im portant that some United 
States troops should be stationed at 
the canal; otherwise no one could be 
held responsible if a band of insur­ 
gents should slip over to the canal and 
blow up one of the locks. At the same 
time this might be a plan of some of 
the revolutionists or discontented po­ 
litical leaders in Panam a to force in­ 
tervention on the part of ibis country 
in the affairs of the Panam a republic. 
Certain adventurous politicians in Pan­ 
ama might not hesitate to pursue such 
tactics lf it would serve their purpose. 
At least it is said that the state depart­ 
ment 
anxious to £void any such 
complfcatidn, Ann ft Is iip<5fi fig 
mendation that the movement of the 
Tenth infantry has been hastened. 
Hostilities between 
United 
States 
troops and any revolutionary forces 
that might be raised in Panam a are 
not regarded as even a remote possi­ 
bility. 
The presence of the Infantry 
regiment and the marines on the canal 
strip will be regarded as a sufficient 
protection for the canal against any 
hostile force that can be raised in that 
quarter.
